Then, again, Your roads never cross your 
railways on the track, but are carried over or under 
the rail, as the make of the land may determine. In 
this country, the roads always cross on the track ; 
and, not unfrequently, wagons, carts and teams, | 
with their lading, be it man or chattels, come into | 
collision with the engines, and are instantly dashed 
in pieces. In passing through villages and towns, the 
railways run across and along the streets, and there 
are no gates, generally, and no enclosures. Olten 
have I seen troops of children romping and running 
on the railways in our villages, and that, too, when 
the train was expected every moment, and even 
when it wasin sight. I never saw such a painful 
sight on Britain or freland. “When a railway runs 
through a town or village with you, the gates are 
made to shut, to keep.outall.

Then you 
have a railway police, (a man in railway livery,) 
stationed at convenient distances on all your lines,

SUNDAY LAWS—SWEDISH AND AMERI- 
CAN. 

‘The clergy, in the General Diet of Sweden, 
have proposed to insert the following clauses in 
the penal code now under discussion:—l, Any 
person declaring hatred to God, or blaspheming 
His holy Word and Sacraments, shall be punished 
with upprisoumentand hard labor for life. 2. Any 
person turning ito ridicule Divine service, or any 
xet of worship whatsoever, shall be punished with 
five years imprisonment at least, and a fine pro- 
portioned to his means. 3. Any person abjuring 
the orthodgx Evangelical faith, or inducing others 
to do so, or propagating heresies, shall be con- 
demned to perpetual exile, and lose all civil, politi 
cal and social rights, 4. Any person partaking of 
the communion without conlession, or in Spite of 
ministerial prohibition, shal! pay a heavy fine, and 
be imprisoued for a period proportioned to the 
gravity of the case, 5, Every species of labor is 
forbidden on Saints’ daye aid Sundays, from six 
o’clock in the morning Ull nine at night, exeept in 
eases of urgent nevessity. During this period, 
shops tnust be closed, and no sales can be made. 
The penalty for every infraction of this regulation 
shail bea fine or imprisonment. 6. If any one 
commit any crime or offence ona Sunday or a 
Saint’s day, or on the day on which he has com- 
muned, that circumstance shall be considered as 
an aggravation, and shall involve an augmentation 
ofthe penalty by ove degree.’
